KANSAS  TELECONFERENCE  A SUCCESS 

Early  indications  are  that  a recent  agricultural  marketing  and  management 
teleconference  sponsored  by  the  Kansas  Cooperative  Extension  Service  was  an 
overwhelming  success. 

Gary  Vacin,  Kansas  State  University's  Extension  information  head,  says 
both  county  extension  agents  and  other  participants— mostly  farmers  and  a few 
bankers  and  agri businessmen— were  pleased  with  the  first-of-its-kind 
teleconference. 

More  than  640  persons  gathered  at  35  locations  across  the  state  Oct.  4 to 
hear  a panel  of  K-State  Extension  economists  discuss  the  outlook,  marketing  and 
management  implications  for  livestock  and  grain  products. 

Most  of  those  attending  said  they  heard  about  the  event  from  their  county 
agent  (letter,  newsletter,  telephone  call,  etc.).  Most  felt  the  Extension 
Service  should  present  teleconferences  on  other  topics  like  crop  production, 
pest  problems  and  control,  finance,  and  livestock  operations. 

One  of  the  Kansas  Extension  economists  is  planning  a series  of  monthly 
teleconferences  involving  specialists  from  other  departments  at  K-State.

ACE  FUTURE  WAVES  "TIDEMARKS"  PUBLISHED 

All  members  of  Agricultural  Communicators  in  Education  (ACE)  have  received 
a 12-page  tabloid  reporting  results,  in  words  and  pictures,  of  last  July's 
annual  conference  at  Biloxi,  Miss. 

The  tabloid,  entitled  "Future  Waves  TIDEMARKS,"  gives  feedback  to  those 
ACE  members  who  could  not  attend  the  annual  meeting  and  provides  notes  to  those 
who  went  but  could  not  attend  all  concurrent  sessions. 

An  ACE  member  was  assigned  to  cover  and  report  on  each  session,  under  the 
direction  of  Randall  Cofer,  University  of  Georgia,  and  Jerry  Rogers,  North 
Carolina  State  University.  The  tabloid  was  designed,  edited  and  printed  by  the 
Auburn  University  Extension  information  staff. 
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USDA's  Office  of  Inspector  General  now  has  a public  affairs  specialist  for 
the  first  time,  with  the  naming  of  Dale  Burman  as  assistant  to  the  inspector 
general  for  public  and  legislative  affairs. 

Before  taking  his  new  assignment,  Burman  served  for  nearly  two  years  as  a 
public  affairs  specialist  in  USDA's  Office  of  Governmental  & Public  Affairs. 

Burman  has  worked  with  public  opinion  analyst  Samuel  Lubell,  the  CHRISTIAN 
SCIENCE  MONITOR  and  Rep.  Paul  Findley  of  Illinois  (and  member  of  the  House 
Agricultural  Committee). 

He  also  spent  several  years  as  a political  science  professor. 

OIG  conducts  audits  and  investigations  related  to  USDA  programs.  As  one 
example,  OIG  investigations  led  to  more  than  1,100  indictments  and  arrests  the 
past  fiscal  year — more  than  900  in  connection  with  food  stamp  program  fraud. 

Burman  says  he  is  ready  to  assist  other  journalists  with  information  about 
OIG  operations.
